Regional Committee at Calcutta— Bengali, Assamese and

Regional Committee at Madras— Tamil, Ielugu, Kannada 
and Malayalam 

IS Each Regional Committee will be composed of,— 

(a) A Chairman nominated by Government 

(b) Not moie than four distinguished persons of culture, 
art oi hteiamre nominated by the Government of 
India in consultation with the State Government 
concerned with the language (Caie will he taken 
to ensure that all the languages of the region are 
represented in the selection of these four peisons) 

(c) Persons, not exceeding three, qualified to judge 
technical standard, presentation, direction and treat- 
ment values of films nominated by Government from 
a panel of names representaing the industry 

14 The Regional Committees will recommend in order of 
merit a list of three feature films in each language for consi- 
deration by the Central Committee 

15 The Central Committee will be composed of 

(a) A Chairman nominated by Government 

(b) The Chairman of the three Regional Committees 

(c) Not more than four distinguished persons of culture, 
art or literature nominated by Government 

(d) Persons not exceeding three, qualified to judge techni- 
cal standard, presentation, dncction and treatment 
values selected by Government from a panel of names 
rcpicscntmg industry. 

(e) One member of the Central Board of Tilm Censors 
nominated by Government 

16 The membership of the Central and Regional Com- 
mittees will be honorary, but the mcmbcis may be allowed 
such liavellmg and conveyance allowances as may be sanction- 
ed by Government from time to time 

17 I he Central Committee will consider the recommenda- 
tions of the Regional Committees and recommend in order 
of merit 

(1) Three best feature films for the All India Awards 

(2) Three best feature films in each language other than 
English for Regional Awards 

The Central Committee may, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, call for the records of the Regional Committees and 
may also examine any film entered for the Awards but not 
recommended by a Regional Co mm ittee 

18 The Central Committee will also examine the docu 
mentary and children s films entered for the Awards and 
recommend the best three films in each of these categories 
in order of merit 

19 The Regional Committees and the Central Committee 
may determine their own procedure for the examination of 
films 

20 The quorum of a Regional Committee will be four and 
that of the Central Committee six The decisions of the 
Central /Regional Committees will be by a majority of th# 
members present. 
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21. Nothing contained herein shall be construed as restrict- 
ing the dis< ielion o£ a Regional Committee or the Central 
Committee fiom making a recommendation that none of the 
films in a particular language or category is of a standard 
deemed adequate for an Award 

22. The recommendations of the Central Committee will be 
submitted to Government for approval. 

23. A film will be eligible for an Award only in one of 
the three categories viz., feature, documentary or children’s 
film, A film may, however, be given an All-India as well as 
a Regional Award in the same category. 

24. The Regional Committees and the Central Committee 
wilk examine films at such place and time as may be consider- 
ed feasible. 


25. The producer or the duly authoilscd person making 
entry of the film which receives an Awaid may be required 
to deliver to Government for record a i uniting print of the 
film at his own cost. 

26. The function foi the presentation of the Awards will 
be held aL such place as the Government of India may 
deteiminc.
